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1. Establish a reputation for 
honesty and square dealing as 
quickly as possible, and so conduct

your business that people will be- 
lieve in you. 

2. Keep promises to the letter, 
and in order to do that it is of the 
utmost importance that you know 
your organization and what it can 
be reasonably expected to do at all 
times. 

3. Where jobs are taken under 
specifications, follow the specifica- 
tions to the letter, making no 
changes except as dictated by your 
better professional judgment, and 
then only with the full knowledge 
and consent of the owner or the 
architect. Public welfare should be 
the guiding factor in cases where a 
difference of opinion or doubt 
exists. 

4. Demand a fair price for work 
taken, but do not allow the money- 
making motive to impair your abil- 
ity to render service.

tions with the public in accordance 
with the principles which Mr. Maier 
adopted as cardinal principles of 
business conduct.

In ad- 
dition to these main activities, John 
Maier & Company operates a small 
machine shop in which many kinds 
of dies are made, castings are drilled 
and machined, patents are devel- 
oped. 

An automobile radiator repair 
shop is also conducted. Here, too, 
Mr. Maier has developed a secret 
process which enables him to do the 
work more efficiently than is done 
in the ordinary radiator repair shop, 
and consequently he can give his 
customers guaranteed satisfaction. 

Then there is the welding depart- 
ment, which is an additional profit- 
maker for the company. All of 
these departments are conducted by 
experts in their lines under the di- 
rection of Mr. Maier. 

Organization Oiling 
Process Important 
In regard to getting the fullest 
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cooperation from his men, Mr. 
Maier has used unusually good 
judgment. In the first place he is 
fair to organized labor. The mo- 
ment he finds a radical in his shop 
he discovers a means of getting rid 
of him. He kas the confidence of 
his men. He has made it plain to 
them that they are working for 
mutual profit. The firm must make 
money in order to pay salaries and 
wages, and the firm can only make 
money while it holds the confidence 
of the public. The men are encour- 
aged in many different ways to do 
their best work at all times. When- 
ever a piece of work merits it, 
special bonuses are forthcoming to 
the men for their part in it. Mr. 
Maier’s labor turnover in conse- 
quence of his policy of fairness to 
his men is very small. He has men 
in his employ who have been with 
him for more than a decade. They 
know their work, like their boss 
and, as Mr. Maier himself expressed 
it, “they'll go through hell for me 
or with me.” 

Charles Maier, a brother, is fore- 
man of the shop, while Mr. Maier’s 
son, Frank, was an indentured ap- 
prentice and learned the trade in his 
father’s shop. He hopes to be able 
to follow in his dad’s footsteps. 

In his relations with his employes 
Mr. Maier is straightforward and 
frank. He has given them every 
reason to believe that in him they 
have a friend. He shows them in 
every. way that he has their welfare 
at heart. He has put them to the 
test, and knows what the organiza- 
tion can do in a given specified time. 
In this way he is able to make 
promises about the work which he 
has a reasonable certainty of being 
able to keep. 

His Disposition of Inven- 
tories Interesting 

In regard to inventories, a prob- 
lem which has given many a sheet 
metal contractor a great deal of 
cause for worry, Mr. Maier admits 
that he runs light on stock, but this, 
he figures, is not contrary to the best 
interests of his business as it is con- 
stituted. His racks show some 95 
different sizes and gauges of sheets.

“There would be an advantage in 
price,” said he, “but the interest 
charges that would accrue on the 
money borrowed to pay for the car- 
load lot of sheets would just about 
dispose of the advantage gained on 
the price. Many of the gauges have 
little employment in the shop, and 
so the money invested in them 
would be tied up for too long a 
time.” ;

Fundamentals in Keeping 
Insurance Rates Down 

One thing about which Mr. Maier 
is very particular, and which has 
considerable bearing upon the fa- 
vorable insurance rate that he en- 
joys, is this: His men have positive 
instructions that whenever a piece 
of rope gets worn or shows signs of 
excessive service to take it out and 
burn it or mutilate it in such a way 
that it will not be used out on the 
job. He believes in that old adage 
about an ounce of prevention. The 
planks used in the scaffoldings are 
tested in the same manner at regu- 
lar intervals. They are subjected to 
heavy pressures upon occasion to 
bring out any defects that they may 
have. Any plank having a crack or 
which appears to be weakened in 
any way is immediately taken out 
and sawed up so that it will not be 
used again as a part of the scaffold- 
ing. In this way accidents to the 
men are guarded against. The in- 
surance companies favor this type 
of supervision by the contractor be- 
cause it does reduce accidents and, 
makes the contractor a better risk. 


From this story of the success 
Mr. Maier has attained the young

Uniform Laws Commission 
Reviews Mechanic’s Lien 
Law at Seattle 

The Uniform Mechanic’s Lien 
Act in its revised form was re- 
turned to the originating committee 
of the Department of Commerce by 
the Uniform Laws Commission, 
which met in Seattle, July 17, ac- 
cording to present information at 
hand. 

While from preliminary reports 
it is not indicated that the commis- 
sioners found many flaws in the 
law as revised to a form that would 
prevent the elimination of the gen- 
eral contractor, it is understood that 
the commission desires the commit- 
tee to unite completely on the meas- 
ure before taking it up in detail and 
recommending it to the states. 

The draft of the proposed act as 
presented in Seattle was a compro- 
mise measure, the only dissentients 
being some of the material inter- 
ests. 
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66TS VERY man owes a portion of his time 

and resources to the general betterment 
and upbuilding of the industry from which he 
makes his living,” said Theodore Roosevelt. 
Mr. Roosevelt was a great statesman. He 
was more than that. He was a man who took 
his civic responsibilities just as much to heart 
as he did his politics or any other work in 
which he engaged. He “knew his onions” in- 
sofar as his responsibility as a private citizen 
toward his fellow man was concerned, and, 
therefore, his words quoted heretofore have 
great weight with other like-minded citizens 
and members of associations; his words have 
weight because they are interpretive.

In spite of the fact that membership in an 
association and the taking of an active part 
in all of the meetings is one means of exhibit- 
ing a desire to be of service to mankind, the 
majority of the members of the Greater Chi- 
cago Warm Air Heating Association take their 
responsibility to their industry and to mankind 
very lightly indeed. 


To judge from the attendance at the meet- 
ings of this association, at most of which I 
have had the privilege of being present during 
the past four or five months, only a mere frac- 
tion of the total membership feels any degree 
of pride or responsibility in the welfare of the 
industry as a whole, in spite of their vociferous 
and oft-repeated protests to the contrary, 


Most of these men, judging from their lax- 
ness in attending meetings, belong to that 
schoo! of men who swelled with patriotism 
after they had paid a stiff price to a substitute 
for their place in the ranks for the colors; 
that school, becoming very numerous in the 
sheet metal and warm air heating industries, 
who feel that their entire responsibility can 
be discharged by sealing an envelope contain- 
ing a check for the amount of their dues ad-

dressed to the secretary of their organization. 
That done, according to their light, they are 
full-fledged members in good standing and are, 
therefore, paragons of virtue, seated upon their 
dais of superiority to be envied and emulated 
by the non-paying, grovelling sinners of the 
industry. Unfortunately for them, the world 
is so constituted that service cannot be pur- 
chased at a price. 


It has been openly objected, as an alibi for 
non-attendance, that a few men from a certain 
locality run the entire organization. 


And why? Simply because a certain few, 
who are. imbued with a stronger sense of re- 
sponsibility to the industry than the rest, pre- 
sent themselves at each of the meetings to do 
their part in carrying forward the work which 
the association has taken upon itself to do. 


There are those in certain localities in the warm 
air heating industry who, because of pretended 
slights and exaggerated wrongs which are noth- 
ing more than petty jealousies, are attempting to 
split asunder the ranks of the very industry itself, 
leaving a wide avenue of easy progress open to 
the enemies of the industry to march on to vic- 
tory. All this has been brought about by a mis- 
understanding of the expressed purposes of an 
organization that has been unjustly maligned for 
no other reasonthan that the maligners were not 
men enough to inform themselves fully by attend- 
ing the meetings of the association before they 
started their whinings. 


These accusations are entirely unfounded. 
No single group of men can run the affairs of 
any organization to the exclusion of others 
where the total membership presents itself at 
the meetings, takes an active and whole- 
hearted part in the discussions, and shows the 
officers and directors that it is backing them 
to the last ditch. 


The Greater Chicago Warm Air Heating 
Association has already, during its compara- 
tively brief term of existence, done a great 
deal of constructive work. The members who 
have been faithful to the cause for which the 
organization was formed already can feel the 
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improvement in conditions in their several ter- 
ritories that has come as a result of close as- 
sociation with competitors. The feeling of ani- 
mosity and hatred engendered by ignorance 
is passing away. 


But the members who do not attend the 
meetings and those furnace men eligible for 
membership who have refused to join, either 
have no sense of responsibility or they are vic- 
tims of fallacious reasoning, laboring under a 
misapprehension of the purposes of the or- 
ganization and the men who formed it. 1 hear 
them say, “But the meetings are too dead. 
There is no purpose in atttending where there 
is nothing doing.” 


In this they have failed utterly to recognize 
that one of the most outstanding benefits to 
be derived from membership in such an or- 
ganization is the better outlook and the greater 
sense of security obtained from the rubbing of 
elbows with your competitors at the meetings. 


They have failed entirely to realize that 
there are a lot of things a competitor will be 
deterred from doing to his fellow’s detriment 
if he is personally acquainted with him that he 
would not hesitate to do were he a total 
stranger. 


What do these men who remain away from 
meeting after meeting ,want? Do they ex- 
pect the officers to put on a little comedy for 
their special benefit as an inducement to at- 
tend the meetings. It might be more fitting 
to suggest a tragedy in’ three acts: namely, 
going, going, gone, with the negligent mem- 
bers as the chief actors, only it might strike 
too near the home plate. 


Let’s resolve to turn over a new leaf. Let’s 
have a 100 per cent membership at the forth- 
coming meetings. Let’s put all that we have 
into the betterment of the industry. There 
are problems coming up in the warm air heat- 
ing industry which require the united effort 
of every member for solution. 


No member can benefit by his staying away. 
It’s the members who attend the meetings and 
who show their willingness to do the associ- 
ation’s work that gain the greatest benefit 
from the association. This is not only true of 
the Greater Chicago Warm Air Heating As- 
sociation, but of all other local and state asso- 
ciations that are formed for the benefit of the 
industry. 


GROWING ONE BLADE 
WHERE NONE GREW BEFORE 


HERE are a great many complaints origi- 

nating these days in the shops of sheet metal 
contractors, the purport of which is that there is 
not business to be had. There undoubtedly is a 
fundamental cause for this lack of business for 
sheet metal contractors, but that cause is not what 
the sheet metal contractor himself thinks it is. 
He thinks there is no work to be had, but his 
initiative in seeking the business is the thing that 
is at fault. 


Does the following quotation by Al Chase, 
taken from the Chicago Tribune Thursday morn- 
ing, August 2, lead one to believe that there is a 
lack of building activity going on in this terri- 
tory: 


“Chicago’s building construction curve is on the 
upgrade, according to complete reports on July 
building permits. Last month showed a volume 
of $29,013,000, or a gain of 41 per cent over July 
of last year. According to S. W. Straus & Co., 
who compiled the figures, the gain is significant, 
for the first half of the year of 1928 showed a 
loss as against the same period of last year. July 
of this year was 12 per cent ahead of June this 
year, which had a volume of $25,705,000. 

“The first seven months of 1928 showed a rec- 
ord of $209,913,000, which is 5 per cent under 
the same period of last year, but 2 per cent ahead 
of the seven months of 1926.” 


Where there is building activity going on there 
must also be work for the sheet metal contractor 
to secure. If he has made the proper contracts 
with the architects and enjoys the confidence of 
the general building contractors, there seems to 
be no apparent reason why the business is not 
coming in so far as fundamental conditions are 
concerned. 


Some contractors are busy and have been busy 
right along. An investigation of their methods 
shows that during the slack periods they put 
forth a greater effort to maintain the same 
amount of business. In other words, they realize 
that they have to run faster, as Alice in Wonder- 
land did, in order to stand still.

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Details for Lining Silos with Sheet Metal 


Lining Silos With Sheet Metal New Practice 


Inaugurated 


Showing Details of Seam Construc- 
tion with Emphasis On Soldering 


By O. W. Korue, Principal St. Louis Technical Institute 


NE of our friends sent us a dia- 

gram mentioning that. he had 
to line the inside of a silo with 3-X 
charcoal tin, while the outside was 
covered with galvanized iron. This 
came from the great dairy country 
of Wisconsin. It indicates a new 


development for sheet metal, while 
on the other hand it may only be a 
test case to see how the tin stands 
up. The matter of lining the inside 
of a silo of size our sketch shows 
is not an easy thing, especially since 
all joints must be soldered and made 


water tight; even. the ceiling must 
be lined and soldered which, of 
course, is quite a job for overhead 
work. 

Suggestions were made for lay- 
ing the tin similar as in diagram 
“A” or “B,” with the one “B” pre- 
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ferred, since this is easier for 
soldering. | Each sheet would be 
made of 20x28 size or 14x20 inches 
and the edges cleated as the detail 
“C” shows. This would allow some 
expansion and contraction, and the 
building paper underneath the tin is 
a protection. 

Detail ““E” shows how the seams 
will appear on the inside of the silo 
which would, of course, be started 
at the bottom and worked up to- 
ward the top, being careful to hook 
all the joints so they lock carefully 
and make soldering easy. The 


soldering element may be readily, 


carried out with a blow torch where 
a person is expert at handling it, 
and in that case it would not matter 
which way a person would run the 
sheets. However, for soldering cop- 
per and general run of experienced 
men the diagonal position of thc 
sheets will be most easily soldered, 
since the flow of solder. is inostlv 2!! 
downhill and there is sc straight 
vertical drops which encourages 
skimming the sc!der too finely. 

In attaching the ceiling, the stand- 
ing seam detail, as at “D,” would, 
no doubt, be most preferable where 
cleats would be hooked over and at- 
tached so that the top edge could be 
soldered without much trouble by 
shaping soldering copper with a bent 
handle. Personally I do’ not know 
the wisdom of lining these stock 
food storage bends with tin, because 
there is a certain amount of acid in 
the silage and since salt is thrown 
on in most cases at intervals as the 
bin is being filled. This causes the 
juice to run out and it is pretty 
strong stuff so that the tin will 
readily rust. However what the ex- 
periment is, the builders, no doubt, 
have their own ideas in mind and 
possibly in the future we can get 
more data on such work.

Fire in Government Test 


HAT a galvanized sheet. steel 

roof of the type usually found 
on industrial and farm buildings 
will serve somewhat as a blanket on 
relatively severe fires, and will 
effectually reduce the hazard from 
flying sparks and burning embers, 





Old Building Gives Ex- 


cellent Opportunity for 
Fire Test in Washington 


was indicated in connection with a 
fire test just conducted by the 


United States Bureau of Standards, 

A five-story building, 30 feet wide 
and 75 feet long, stood in Washing- 
ton, about midway between the Cap- 
itol and the White House. The 
building, about 21 years old and for 
years used as a seed and feed store, 
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was of open joisted construction. 


Walls were of brick. Floors were 
wood and joists were of timber, 
supported by heavy wood columns. 

Owing to the progress of civili- 
zation and a desire on the part of 
Congress to beautify further the 
Capitol city, it was decided that the 
building must come down to make 
way for more imposing structures. 
This opportunity the Bureau of 
Standards made use of to test all 
types of steel safes under actual 
fire conditions, an opportunity to 
learn just what would happen to 
valuable records inside of a safe 
after the safe had gone through a 
fire, fallen several floors, landed 
perhaps on its side and remained 
buried in the smouldering debris 
until cooled off enough to be recov- 
ered. 

Authority was granted the Bureau 
of Standards to use the building for 
this test. Various types of safes, 32 
in number, were donated by safe 
manufacturers interested in learning 
just how much punishment their 
particular product could _ stand. 
True, similar safes had been tested 
in laboratory tests, but never had 
the opportunity presented itself to 
test them in a five-story structure 
under actual fire conditions and on 
such an elaborate scale. 

Only one thing might make the 
conduct of the test dangerous un- 
der certain weather conditions. The

building to be destroyed was lo- 
cated adjacent to the wholesale and 
retail produce market districts, on 
Little B Street, between 10th Street 
and 11th Street, N. W. Only 200 
feet away was a theater building. 
The building housing the Post Office 
Department was only 250 feet re- 
moved. With a wind blowing to- 
ward these or other less imposing 
buildings, they might be endangered 
by the hot blast from the fire or by 
flying sparks or fire brands. 
New Steel Roof Applied 

The old roof of the building to 
be burned was of such composition 
that it would quickly catch fire in 
such a test. Under the terrific heat 
generated by the burning of the old 
dry lumber, purposely piled on 
floors below, this roof would soon 
be burned through, thus providing 
a chimney-like avenue of escape for 
any sparks or fire brands that might 
be born in the inferno underneath. 

Because of this condition the U. 
S. Bureau of Standards invited the 
Sheet Steel Trade Extension Com- 
mittee to cooperate in the test by 
placing a steel roof over the old 
roof. Double standing seam gal- 
vanized steel roof roofing was used. 
The roof was applied by John A. 
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Pierpoint, Past President of the 
National Association of Sheet Metal 
Contractors and a Washington bus- 
iness man. The type of roof was 
selected by W. C. Markle, Secre- 
tary of the National Association of 
Sheet Metal Workers and for years 
a practical sheet metal man. 

The fire was started at 5:31 Sun- 
day morning, June 17. In a few 
minutes smoke and flame were 
bursting through the windows at the 
front and rear of the building. 
Within ten minutes the structure 
was a roaring furnace and clouds of 
black smoke cast a pall over the city. 
Most of the district’s available fire 
apparatus was placed at strategic 
points around the building. Several 
hundred extra police and firemen 
were on duty. Thousands of Wash- 
ingtonians, sleep still in their eyes, 
stood outside of carefully guarded 
police lines and watched the biggest 
bonfire that had ever been staged in 
the Capitol. 

Observers stationed on a nearby 
roof kept careful watch on the steel 
roof of the burning building. 
Whenever a slight change in the di- 
rection of the wind blew the smoke 
to one side and revealed the gal- 
vanized steel underneath, it was in- 
evitably heralded by the remark: 
“She's still tight,” 
one of the group of firemen posted 


uttered by some- 


there as precaution. 

Following, in part, are the ob- 
servations of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards: 

“The framing carrying the ele- 
vator penthouse at the front of the 
building fell at 22 minutes after the 
fire was started, carrying a portion 
of the roof with it. Further col- 
lapse of roof supports in this part 
of the building occurred during the 
next five minutes, leaving the front 
part of the metal roof unsupported. 
At 28 minutes portions of the front 
wall fell, and between 36 to 39 min- 
utes there was a collapse of the 
upper portions of the side walls. 
This would, of course, remove all 
support for any roofing. 

Steel Roof Prevents Chimney 

Effect Being Formed 

“However, particularly with ma- 

sonry walled buildings, the danger 
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from hot blasts and brands is large- 
ly over when this stage is reached. 
The period of protection of the 
metal roof during this particular fire 
extended up to 30 minutes after the 
fire started, which represents a por- 
tion of the most intense period of 
the fire. The metal roof for this 
time undoubtedly helped to prevent 
a chimney effect, compelling the 
flames and hot gases to escape 
mainly through the front and rear 
of the buildings. 

“We greatly appreciate the cour- 
tesy shown in placing the steel roof 
on the building as a_ safeguard 
against a potential hazard that for- 
tunately did not develop, under con- 
ditions present during the test, to 
such extent as was apprehended.” 

No effort was made to extinguish 
the flames at any time. It was the 
desire of the Bureau to allow the 
fire to burn itself out so as to sub- 
ject the safes and the roof to the 
utmost punishment. As a result no 


water was thrown on the fire, but

the firemen centered their efforts on 
preventing radiated heat from ig- 
niting nearby buildings. 

The highest temperature recorded 
in the interior of the building dur- 
ing the test was near 2400° Fahren- 
heit. Each safe was equipped with 
a maximum indicating thermometer 
to reveal interior temperatures. The 
interior of the building at numerous 
points was connected up electrically 
with a sheltered observation post 
outside and away from the building. 
This enabled observers to constantly 
check the temperature during the 


fire. Similar connections also were 
made to various places in the walls 
of the building. 

What John A. Fierpoint Saw 

A two-story building adjoining 
the five-story structure also was in- 
cluded in the test. This building 
had an old tin roof on it, and al- 
though the fire produced openings 
in this roof at about the same time 
as the other building, no flying fire 
brands escaped from it before it was 
buried by the collapse of the adja- 
cent wall of the five-story building 
at 39 minutes after the start of the 
fire.

concerning the behavior of the roof : 

“I observed the burning from the 
south (front) of the building. From 
the time the fire was started it was 
only a few minutes until it reached 
the elevator shaft, and soon spread 
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to the four floors above. The front 
cornice soon gave away and allowed 
the upper part of the front wall to 
fall, which gave a fine view under 
the roof at the front. 

“The roof rafters and old compo- 
sition roof were soon burned away, 
leaving the sheet steel roof suspend- 
ed over the fire. The steel roof 
continued to wave up and down 
over the fire until a part of the wall

“All of the floors at the front had 
been burned out and had fallen be- 
fore this.

There are approxi- 
mately 135,000 cubic feet of air 
space to be heated, and the warm 
air is supplied through a trunk line 
that is 64 feet long at the farthest 
outlet.

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Oil Heating Equipment Increases Home Re-Sale Value 
Satisfaction With Oil Heating Devices 


Increasing as Perfection Is Attained 


By E. Eart Newsom, Assistant Director, Oil Heating Institute 


b6 ITH oil heater” is a phrase 

that materially enhances 
now the attractiveness of any ad- 
vertisement announcing the re-sale 
of a home in town or country. 

The extraordinary growth of the 
public demand for domestic oil heat- 
ers may be compared with the early 
demand for automobiles. Indeed, if 
one contrasts the first ten years in 
the development of each industry, 
the demand for heaters has been 
relatively greater than the demand 
for cars. And when hard boiled 
real estate agents began talking of 
automatic oil heat as one of the 
added attractions of property in 
their hands, the manufacturers of 
domestic oil burners realized that 
their infant industry had really ar- 
rived. 

Domestic oil heating has passed 
the experimental stage. No better 
proof can be asked than the national 
survey made by “Popular Science 
Monthly,” which brought direct 
statements from more than 3,000 oil 
heater users living in 235 different 
towns and thirty different states. 
The names were chosen at random 
without knowledge of the owners’ 
opinions, and the average length of 
the service given by each heater was 
more than two years. Ninety-eight 
per cent of the owners reported sat- 
isfaction with their heaters. 

‘The house re-sold with this im- 
portant addition offers much more 
than temporary advantage. A fur- 
nace, of course, is virtually part of 
a house, an indispensable section ; 
an oil burner is merely equipment 
added to the furnace and may be 
removed at small expense. Yet the 
burner, if a good one, is fully as 
durable as the furnace and as per- 
manent. The buyer of a house 
equipped with oil heat has no need 
to charge off depreciation in the 
value of the burner. Like old oak 


furniture, a good burner should last 
almost as long as the house. The 





makers of one well-known burner 
do not hesitate to assert that, with 
proper care and use, their machine 
“can be depended upon to give a 
lifetime of automatic, clean, quiet 
and econothical service in the 
home.” 

Convincing evidence of the high 
value now attached to the oil heater 
by its users appears in the news- 
paper advertisements of homes 
offered for sale in the choice resi- 
dence districts near New York city. 
A group of fifteen such announce- 
ments taken, as they came, from re- 
cent newspapers reveal that the 
heater is classed as essential to the 
truly modern dwellings of South 
Orange and Montclair, New Jersey; 
of Tarrytown, White Plains, Scars- 
dale, Mamaroneck, Larchniont, Pel- 
ham, Fieldston (New York city) up 
Westchester County way; of For- 
est Hills Gardens, Smithtown, Lyn- 
brook, on Long Island ; and of Fair- 
field in Connecticut. Some dwell- 
ings mentioned are stately houses 
of brick and stone, of fourteen and 


sixteen rooms ; many are modest but 
complete homes with six to eight 
rooms. The Montclair house has 
“electric dishwasher and refrigera- 
tor,” also “billiard room, fully 
equipped, in the basement’—mean- 
ing, no doubt, the heater’s own 
apartment.

Greater Chicago Warm Air Heating Association 


Holds Interesting Meeting 


Association Decides to Exclude All 
Non-Members from Future Meetings 


MEETING of the Greater 
Chicago Warm Air Heating 
Association was held in the Sher- 
man Hotel, Chicago, Monday eve- 
ning, July 30, with President L. M. 
Burt in the chair. 
At the opening of the meeting 
President Burt continued the dis- 
cussion regarding the methods of 


making application for the surety 


bond which he had started at the 
previous meeting, to the enlighten- 
ment of the attending furnace in- 
stallers. President Burt stated in 
this connection that the rate of pre- 
mium for these bonds, which is $5 


per thousand, is not set by the bond- 
ing company, as many suppose, but 
is set by the National Board of In- 
surance Underwriters of New York. 
Without holding out any hope that 
this rate may be changed for the 
furnace installers, President Burt 
stated his opinion that some reduc- 
tion may be possible after the en- 
tire law gets into regular function- 
ing, and after sufficient time has 
elapsed to prove to the National 
Board of Insurance Underwriters 
that the risk involved is the mini- 
mum. 

In their attitude toward this rate 
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of premium on the surety for warm 
air furnace installers doing business 
within the confines of the city of 
Chicago, the National Board of In- 
surance Underwriters is not depart- 
ing from its usual procedure. The 
action taken is a business proposi- 
tion pure and simple. Experience 
has taught that “experience” is the 
only true criterion to be employed 
as a guide in such matters. Expe- 
rience is always costly, and the 
tribute must be paid while the ex- 
perience is being gained. Therefore 
if any reduction is to come in the 
rate of the surety bond premium, 
it will not come until the experience 
shows that the reduction is war- 
ranted by the actual risk involved. 
Of course to get the surety bond re- 
quirement reduced from $10,000 to 
$5,000 or some other figure is an 
entirely different matter which has 
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nothing to do with the rate of pre- 
mium. This is accomplished by an 
amendment to the ordinance itself. 

Another matter which came in for 
some discussion was the utilization 
of stock on hand not stricely con- 
forming to the code requirements 
already made up prior to the enact- 
ment of the law and its amend- 
ments. It was stated at the outset 
that ninety days’ grace would be 
given to permit furnace installers 
to dispose of this stock. Because 
of the unforeseen delays that have 
crept into the setting of the ma- 
chinery for the application of the 
law in motion and the consequent 
slowing up of the work, the furnace 
installer who still has stock on hand 
that he has been unable to dispose of 
should appeal to the advisory com- 
mittee to the building commissioner, 
of which President Burt and Mr.

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yedau are members, for considera- 
tion. 

A motion was made by A. R. 
Harris, Hammond, Indiana, to ex- 
clude from meetings of the associa-_ 
tion all but members and represen- 
tatives of the press. The concensus 
of those in attendance was that the 
presence of “outsiders” at the meet- 
ings was a tendency to “muzzle” 
certain members who would other- 
wise willingly reveal the true state 
of their feelings toward certain 
projects of the association. These 
men felt that in view of the fact 
that the association meetings are 
held for the purpose of discussing 
ways and means of bettering condi- 
tions in the industry, those who have 
“kicked in” with their membership 
dues should have the privilege of 
venting their feelings in closed ses- 
sions.

What Metal Has 
Greatest Resistance to 
Corrosive Sulphur Fumes? 


Otto Landmeier of the hardware 
company which bears his name in 
Arlington Heights, Illinois, asks: 
What metal can be used for smoke 
flues between the furnace and the 
chimney so as to eliminate the pos- 
sibility of rusting out? 

H. G. Hansen, of the House 
Heating Department of the Peoples’ 
Gas, Light & Coke Company, Chi- 
cago, names three metals that have 
been the most successful in resist- 
ing the corrosive action of the sul- 
phurous acid fumes in the products 
of combustion in the burning of 
coal or gas, the corrosive action be- 
ing greater when the latter fuel is 
used. The metals named are alum- 
inum, super-ascoloy, and _ wilder 
metal. 


Minneapolis-Honeywell 
Regulator Has New 
Development 

The Minneapolis-Honeywell Reg- 
ulator Company, Minneapolis, Min- 
nesota, has issued a folder describ- 
ing its surface-type aquastat, its 
vaportol and masterstat. The aqua- 
stat shuts off the burner when a 
certain water temperature is reached 
and prevents it from starting again 
until the temperature has lowered 
sufficiently. 

The vaportal is for use in quick- 
acting, low-pressure vapor heating 
systems. It shuts off the fire when 
the pressure increases a few ounces. 

The masterstat acts as a limit con- 
trol; it prevents firing a dry boiler, 
opens the burner motor circuit and 
stops the burner should the motor 
fail to shut off because of electrical 
contact failure. 
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UTOMOTIVE support of the 
iron and steel markets, which 
has been unusually strong all year, 
stands out in bolder relief as some 
other consuming lines yield mildly 
to midsummer apathy. Bar mill 
capacity has been added at Pitts- 
burgh and Chicago, sheet and strip 
mills at Youngstown and Pitts- 
burgh have rarely operated at so 
high a rate in hot weather, pig iron 
sales in the lake district have ex- 
panded, northern Ohio steel mills 
have lifted embargoes on scrap, 
largely because of automotive re- 
quirements. 


No Break in Auto Output 
Seen 

Indirectly this industry is also 
responsible for noteworthy orders 
for oil storage tanks for the south- 
west, which have filled gaps in plate 
mill schedules at Pittsburgh and 
Chicago, and for much of the record 
pipe line business of the past sixty 
days and pending inquiry for nearly 
two hundred thousand tons. 

Accordingly, the drag in railroad 
equipment purchases, the tapering 
in railmill schedules as initial 1928 
needs are rolled, and the lack of 
large structural steel awards are 
minimized. Considering all prod- 
ucts, prices tend toward firmness. 

Iron and steel scrap prices are re- 
bounding slightly from their recent 
iows as offerings shorten and melt- 
ers, especially in northern Ohio, end 
embargoes. Semi-finished steel is 
stronger in asking prices for the 
fourth quarter than on current sales, 
$32 having been done on small bil- 
lets at Pittsburgh. 

Bar mill products moved better 
at Chicago in July than in any July 
since 1923, and rolling schedules 
have been stepped up to 75 per cent. 
Production also has been increased 
at Pittsburgh. Plate mills at Chi- 
cago have booked 7,500 tons of oil 
tank work and have 10,000 tons on 
inquiry. Moderate tank inquiry at 
Pittsburgh is supplemented by a

Weather Handicap 

Despite unfavorable weather con- 
ditions, 112 out of 127 independent 
sheet units in the Mahoning Valley 
are active this week, four fewer 
than last week. Pressure from the 
automotive industry, especially for 
the full-finished grade, is insistent. 
Diversified demand keeps mills at 
Pittsburgh operating at 75 per cent. 
A slightly firmer tendency in prices 
is most marked in black sheets. 
Sheet mills are indirectly raising 
prices by reducing the discount for 
cash in ten days from 2 per cent to 
one-half of l.per cent and basing 
it on the mill price instead of the 
delivered price. 

British steelmakers have again 
been refused added tariff protection 
under the safeguarding-of-indus- 
tries act, but have been promised 
relief in the form of reduced freight 
rates on raw materials, which will 
be effective in December. 

Pig Iron 

Several purchasers of Pittsburgh 
foundry iron closed during the past 
week with regular sources of sup- 
ply, for lots involving 1,000 to 5,000 
tons at a time, all at $16.50 base, 
valley. It now develops $16.50 base 
was available from sources other 
than the one generally blamed -for 
inaugurating that price. “No other 
inquiries are pending. 

Chicago—Spot buying of north- 
ern pig iron is maintaining a fairly 
active rate. Recent buying substan- 
tiates reports of increased foundry 
operations in this territory and 
western Michigan.

Sales of silvery 
iron are less numerous.

It is believed that 
little remains to be bought, but 
much September and nearly all Oc- 
tober requirements still are to be 
covered. 
Zinc 

Prime western metal was in a 
light market, but with the prompt 
price steady at 6.20c, East St. Louis. 
Some smelters Monday asked 6.25c 
for prompt, while others were will- 
ing to sell prompt and August at 
6.25c. High-grade is unchanged. 
Lead 

Lead sales were fair in the past 
week, although not so large as in the 
previous week. They were mostly 
for prompt shipment and well dis- 
tributed. Prices were firm but un- 
changed. 
Tin 

Tin advanced more than 1 per 
cent and lost part of the gain on a 
speculative market that apparently 
was engineered by professional 
traders in London. There is general 
recognition that consumption is un- 
usually large. Output also is large 
and keeps supplies liberal. 
Old Metals 

Wholesale quotations in the Chi- 
cago district, which should be con- 
sidered as nominal, are as follows: 
Old steel axles, $15.75 to $16.25; 
old iron axles, $24.00 to $24.50;
